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The Income Tax Return Explained 


There is nothing particularly difficult about a doctor’s 
tax return provided he considers it logically. Deductions 
are all on the basis of good sownd common sense. 


HE Federal Income Tax is 
Teienea with alarm by a great 

many American busjness and 
professional men largely because 
they have gotten themselves into 
a fearful frame of mind. The 
preparation of an income tax 
statement should not be a diffi- 
cult matter for any one who has 
his accounts in reasonable order. 

Uncle Sam is not unreasonable 
in his tax statement require- 
ments. He goes on the theory 
that income taxes should be paid 
in proportion to ability to pay. 
There is a certain limit of in- 
come below which one need not 
pay a tax on the theory that an 
income below that point is no 
more than sufficient to provide 
American living necessities. This 
low limit constitutes the personal 
and family deductions. 

Other deductions are then per- 
mitted on two grounds for a pro- 
fessional man: 

1. A tax shall not be paid 
twice on the same income and 


2. Taxable income is that 
which is left after paying the 
costs necessary to provide the 
gross income in the first place. 

Thus one may deduct local 
taxes from income because it is 
not fair to be taxed on taxes. 
Interest paid may be deducted 
because the receiver of the inter- 
est pays the tax thereon. Divid- 
ends from stocks are not taxable 
except as a surtax because the 
company has already paid a tax 
on its operations. 

Losses of certain kinds may 
be deducted. If one loses his 
wallet containing, say $500, this 
would be a personal and not an 
income loss. If, however, he sus- 
tained a loss in an attempt to in- 
crease his income he could 
deduct such loss. Thus, if he 
bought some stock and later sold 
it at less than he paid for it he 
could deduct that loss. 

There are certain kinds of in- 
stitutions that are tax exempt, 
such as churches, colleges, char- 
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itable homes, ete., and so if one 
gives to such institutions he may 
deduct the amount from his in- 
come. In order, however, to 
keep such giving in check a limit 
of fifteen per cent. of income is 
placed thereon for purposes of 
taxation. 

In this class falls also all 
charity. One must be careful, 
however, to keep in mind the dis- 
tinction between charity and a 
gift. An allowance to aged or 
ineapacitated parents or other 
relatives is a gift and not deduct- 
ible. On the other hand a gift 
either regular or occasional to 
some poor patient can be deduct- 
ed as charity. There is always 
the rub, however, in this latter 
that the government demands 
that all deductions must be clear- 
ly and fully explained and one 
might hesitate to name some of 
his charities because of the other 
person’s feelings. 

A doetor’s income, assuming 
that it comes wholly from his 
practice, may be set down as (1) 
actual or (2) book ineome. In 
the first ease he reports merely 
the total amount of money he 
actually received during the year 
while in the second ease he re- 
ports the amount of his year’s 
practice as shown by his books, 
whether paid or not. 

The amount that might be re- 
ported by one or the other sys- 
tem might vary in any year but 
in a course of years it will total 
the same. There are certain ad- 
vantages to the second method 
from a tax standpoint. If five 
years from now a federal tax in- 
spector should call to check over

If a doctor operates on a 
received basis he can not deduet 
for bad dcsts because he hag 
never included a like amount in 
his income.

Labor ineludes maid, secretaty 
chauffeur. These salaries shoul 
be deducted in proportion as the 
services are required for the pre 
fessional work. Thus if a ma 
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js only incidentally a help to the 
doctor a couple of hours a day 
answering doorbell then her sal- 
ary can not be taken in its en- 
tirety as a professional expense. 
On the other hand, if she helps 
out with the housework only 
when he has some free time then 
she is an office expense and all 
her salary may be deducted. The 
same holds for a driver. The 
secretzry’s wages are all deduct- 
ible. The wages of charwoman 
in proportion as they are employ- 
ed are expense,

Heat likewise by 
counting number of radiators 
and getting percentage for coal 
bill. Gas is figured likewise. 
Telephone being a necessity is 
figured at its total rate but not 
including toll charges except 
where professional calls.

-Fat 
and forty yearns to be thin and 
twenty; and thin and twenty 
pines to be a shadow. Nearly 
every male is trying to lessen his 
meridian; and beyond forty-five 
the average he man feels the 
burden of the flesh. The laity 
is in the throes of a reduction 
eraze. 

A popular. magazine for 
women (Delineator) last year 
received twenty thousand inquir- 
ies about fat fighting. In fact, 
every beauty editor in the coun- 
try is swamped with letters from 
anxious readers asking how they 
may tighten their girdles. Gym- 
nasia once on the verge of finan- 
cial anemia are now open night 
and day, while Turkish baths 
and massage studios are work- 
ing over time. 

Institutions interested in phy- 
sical welfare of the public, such 
as insurance companies, address 
the fat in their advertisements. 
Life Extension Institute, sug- 
gests that none should attempt to 
duce without a physical exam- 
ination. It has printed booklets 
in its ‘‘Weight Control Serv- 
iee,’’ giving advice on diet and 
exercise, and specimen fatless 
menus. The Metropolitan Life 
Insurance has issued a thirty-two 
page booklet entitled ‘‘Over- 
weight; Its Causes and Treat- 


H«: to reduce her weight is 
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ment,’’ free to policy holders 
and inquiring friends. Huge 
stacks of this literature ex 
posed on the counter of its in 
formation bureau in its New 
York building, are swept away 
by women eagerly. The booklet 
prepared by two well-known phy- 
sicians of the company’s medical 
department, is prepared in striet 
accord with medical ethics; 
warns the public against under 
taking any regimen or using any 
remedies without consulting a 
doctor, and gives helpful and 
conservative counsel on diet and 
exercise. 

Nostrum promoters and quacks 
meanwhile are taking full ad- 
vantage of the prevailing fad. 
Former exploiters of ‘‘Bust 
Developers’’ and ‘‘ Flesh Foods” 
have shifted from convex to 
concave. They advertise that by 
taking Dr. Wallaby’s ‘‘Fat 
Walloper’’ or whatever it may 
be, one ean be a sylph without 
‘tiresome exercise’’ or a ‘‘star- 
vation diet.’’ One box of varie 
gated remedies, consisting of 
Epsom Salts for the bath, and 
cathartic pills for internal use, 
have been advertised at $20.00 
by mail, parcel post paid. 

The basis of many of the liquid 
remedies is a tincture of bladder- 
wrack, a species of seaweed used 
in some countries for fattening 
hogs, and employed perhaps on 
the principle that like cure 
like. Soaps are offered, the 
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lather of which when applied to 
the hips is said to plane them 
down to graceful models. Appli- 
ances are warranted to so 
“slenderize’’ legs and ankles 
that skirts may be worn at half 
mast for departed modesty with 
impunity. 

That many thousands are in- 
juring themselves by following 
the advice of stupid, ignorant, 
unprincipled charlatans . there 
ean be no doubt. 

In this situation, the medical 
fraternity has a plain duty to- 
ward the public. It is difficult 
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for the individual practitioner to 
take the initiative, but certainly 
the county medical societies can 
through carefully prepared bulle- 
tins advise against the perils of 
reduction undertaken without 
medical supervision. The doe- 
trine that what is ‘‘one man’s 
meat is another man’s poison’’ 
applies with full force to all 
efforts to lessen weight. Indeed, 
the physical state of some per- 
sons may not justify an effort to 
starve off physical surplus, which 
may be needed. To follow any 
blanket advice in so important

a subject, the public should be 
told, is to court a fate worse 
than fat. 

Numerous complaints have 
been received by the New York 
County Medical Society that 
certain physicians, not members, 
yet registered, are advertising 
obesity treatment and are will- 
ing, if the service is not satis- 
faetory, to return the fees. Lit- 
tle ean be done to exclude such 
advertising legally, although 
such action makes a mensber sub- 
ject to expulsion. In cases where 
the faker without medical train- 
ing advertises to cure fat as a 
malady, the county society could 
easily bring his activities to the 
attention of the district attorney. 


Since overweight is often due 
to morbidity, or may represent 
marked symptoms of disease, the 
organized regular practitioners 
of a community could point out 
its perils and discourage clumsy 
and ignorant methods of redue- 
tion, by employing paid advertis- 
ing in the lay press. Many 
women, it might well be told, 
have induced ulcers of the stom- 
ach, by ill advised starvation and 
weakening chemical baths. 
Large national advertising media 
refuse to accept the advertise- 
ments of reduction charlatans, 
and the smaller dailies and 
weeklies once they see what 
proper advertising is, might

ple well, they must personally first get into a state of phy- 





sical grace 
OW can we get rid of 
EK ‘*Nervousness’’? 

It is well for physicians 
to attack this ever present prob- 
lem by first directing attention 
to ourselves. Self examination 
and self correction should lead 
to best results on others. These 
brief hints are from the personal 
angle. When that fault is mas- 
tered the applying of the methods 
to others should be a far easier 
matter. 

Permit a few dogmatisms. Any 
one conscious of a recurring un- 
easiness, lack of confidence in 
thought or decision, needs to 
‘jack himself up.’’ He or she 
is then not well. Make a new 
start here and now. Some part of 
the disorder is physical disabil- 
ity. Each one must suffer some 
ailments. Many can be dis- 
regarded. To let them bother us 
leads to evil thoughts and morbid 
mental habits. Yet just here is 
a serious dilemma, 

It may well ‘be that our sense 
of ill-being is a blessed warning 
of what might lead to illness. The 
only safe and wise course is to 
give the symptoms due considera- 
tion and rectification. Hence the 
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need for keeping one’s body in 
as good a state as meeting the 
pressure of circumstances will 
allow. 

It is well to revise our body 
habits so as to leave no bad one 
uncorrected. These may and do 
impair our judgment in dealing 
with those of others. 

Included are the obvious 
precautions through personal 
hygiene. The chief of these are 
wholesome activities balanced by 
suitable rest. It can be done 
profitably even by the busiest 
man alive. 

Fatigue toxins cause the larg- 
est impairments of judgment in 
things large and small. So also 
of nutrition, food selection and 
rejection; of the when and how 
te eat. Even so obvious a mat- 
ter as this is too often ignored. 

Then there is the element of 
vague distresses indicating dis- 
orders which have sunk below the 
threshold of consciousness. They 
are no longer regarded. . But they 
hurt and bewilder just the same. 

Before considering the multi- 
tude of mental and emotional 
conflicts, so liberally discussed 
nowadays, let us get a right 
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rotion of the bearing exerted by 
physical ailments upon _ the 
growth of nervousness, anxiety, 
fidgetiness, ‘‘the whimsies.’’ 

Few busy citizens can be per- 
suaded to give their physical dis- 
tresses, or discomforts, any ade- 
quate attention unless they be 
over-mastering, or cruelly pain- 
ful. 

Here we come to the most com- 
mendable enterprise which the 
profession is urging upon all— 
periodie physical, and let us add, 
mental, examinations. No one 
‘measure is so promising of eco- 
nomic rewards. Let the physi- 
cian set the example. He cer- 
tainly errs here. Why? Over 
and above the shrinking every 
valiant one® feels at seeking an 
appraisement of one’s self, is the 
fact that the physician is (or 
should be) an exemplar of health. 
He also refuses to admit that he 
needs such counsel for himself. 
I am conscious of having once 
made a notable blunder in my 
own case. Then he ‘hesitates 
to trespass upon the valuable 
time’’ of his colleagues because 
they do not charge him a fee. 
This would put him under an 
obligation. 

“But how is he to learn where 
he stands unless he seeks expert 
advice? This is where arises— 
in my opinion—the largest limi- 
tations of valuable lives and 
careers. 

Summary: 

If we plume ourselves as being 
examples of vigor, endurance and 
wholesome mindedness, we must 
demonstrate our wisdom and 
judgment by ourselves applying 
—once in so often—to experts for 


facts were state 
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counsel on our own health. 

No man knows what he looks 
like, e. g., till he consults 
mirror. Go to some friendly eol- 
league and secure a reflection of 
your appearance, your physical 
status. 

By no means omit seeking 
counsel as to your mental peeuli- 
arities. Learn where you stand 
in the social and _ industrial 
scheme. Then revise your habits 
and behavior in accord with what 
you learn. 

Finally: In achieving per. 
manent cures for neuroses in 
psychopathies the one paramount 
need is for sympathetic attention 
and comradeship.

John Archer---America’s 
First Medical Graduate 


SOLDIER of the American 
Revolution, the events of 
which loom anew in sesqui- 

centennial celebrations, was John 
Archer, whose diploma in medi- 
cine was the first issued on this 
continent. 


He was born 
in Churebville, 
Harford, Mary- 
land, in 1741. 
On his gradu- 
ation from 
Princeton in 
1760, Archer 
prepared him- 
self for the min- 
istry, but after- 
wards took up 
medicine as his 
voice was not 
strong enough 
for the pulpit, 
on account of 
throat trouble. 
He went to the 
recently organ- 
ized Philadel- 
phia College of 
Medicine and in 
1768 he was 
graduated with 
the degree of M.B. at the head 
of his class, to which the faculty 
referred as ‘‘he.’’ 

Archer went back to his home 
town to practice, although he 
had a flattering offer to go into 
partnership with an eminent 
Philadelphia physician. 

When the struggle for Inde- 
pendence came, he raised a com- 


pany of soldiers himself, and 
finally became a major. He had 
from the first been’ as fiery an 
advocate of breaking away from 
England, as had Dr. Joseph War- 
ren, of Boston, and on many 
oceasions he made good his 
words by heroie 
deeds. 

On his return 
to civil life, 
Archer busied 
himself with 
political recon- 
struction. For 
several years, 
he was a@ mem- 
ber of the 
Maryland 
Legislature and 
in 1801 he ap 
peared as a 
presidential 
Elector. 

For six years 
he was @ mem- 
ber of the 
United States 
House of Rep- 
resentatives. 
He is credited 
with making 






important discoveries in his pro- 
fession and he had a prominent 
part in founding the Maryland 
Medical College in Baltimore. 
His leadership was felt in many 
directions in his native state and 
he left a lasting impress upon 
the history of American 
medicine and also upon the poli- 
tical history of his country.

Arrives on SS Homeric

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N our first article on real es- 
| tate securities we ~ outlined 

briefly the general haracter- 
isties of first mortgage loans on 
real estate, pointing out particu- 
larly their importance from an 
historical and economic stand- 
point and indicating some of the 
advantages and some of the dis- 
advantages of this type of seeur- 
ity. We, furthermore, pointed 
out some of the more recent de- 
velopments of an unfavorable 
nature in this special field cf 
investment, directing attention 
particularly to the ‘‘mushroom 
growth’’ of new companies de- 
veloped for the purpose of dis- 
tributing real estate mortgage 
bonds, and also to the tremen- 
dous inerease which has taken 
place recently in the financing of 
speculative building operations 

These latter developments 
should be considered most care- 
fully by the doctor today because 
there is real danger ahead if we 
way be guided by past experi 
ence and by the opinions of 
those who are in a position to 
know. With money so cheap 
and plentiful the public has 
eagerly absorbed all the issues 
of real estate mortgage bonds 
that have been offered and are 
constantly demanding more. To 
supply this demand an increas-

ing number of new companies 
have entered the field and the 
oid established companies have 
greatly expanded their organiza- 
tions. This has resulted in a 
severe competition for new loans 
in order to keep sales organiza- 
tions busy and to meet large 
overhead expenses. Competition 
to loan money naturally results 
in more favorable terms to the 
Lerrowers and less to the lend- 
ers, who are the purchasers of 
real estate mortgage bonds; and, 
therefore, in a borrower’s mar- 
ket such as we are in at the 
present time the investor should 
be even more careful than usual 
in selecting bonds of this type, 
for if real estate values should 
fall - substantially it is likely 
that some real estate mortgage 
bonds will not be able to pay 
their interest. 

With the hope that we will not 
weary our readers with too many 
admonitions with respect to pos- 
sible real estate bond inflation, 
we are taking the liberty of 
quoting at considerable length 
what one very high authority, 
Mr. Walter Stabler, Controller 
of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company, had to say re- 
eently regarding the present con- 
dition of the real estate market. 
Incidentally it might be men- 
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tioned that the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company is the largest 
holder of city mortgage loans in 
the country. Speaking at the 
annual dinner of the National 
Association of Building Owners 
ond Managers held in New York 
City on January 19, 1926, Mr. 
Stabler denounced as_ untrue 
tmany advertisements which pre- 
claim certain real estate bonds 
as ‘‘legal investments for trust 
funds.’’ ‘‘Some of the houses 
that do that kind of advertising 
don’t know anything about it, 
and you know they don’t,’’ Mr. 
Stabler said. ‘‘There are men 
kere who know of properties 
that have been sold to borrow- 
ers or speculators, and apprais- 
als that have been made and 
loans that have been made in ex- 
eess of what they cost. That is 
as unhealthy a condition as you 
ean imagine.’’ 

*‘T urge you, if you have any 
influence with your owners, if 
you have any influence with your 
builders, to discourage any more 
building of this class of buildings 
on Manhattan until we have 
eaught up with those that are 
already built or about to be built. 
We should stop, and stop short. 
If we don’t, we are riding to a 
fall.’’ 

**There is no question,’” Mr. 
Stabler continued, ‘‘that there 
is an over-supply of the proper- 
ties that we have under consid- 
eration, but what is alarming me 
is the enormous amount of build- 
irg of these structures now under 
way and a further enormous 
amount of buildings that were 
pictured in the newspapers the 
last few Sundays, and others for 
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which ground is being bough 
and plans being prepared. | 
cannot see that any of them ar 
absolutely needed.’’ 

Mr. Stabler said ‘‘that ther 
are members of the Real Estate 
Tioard of New York, and some 
of your members, I am sorry to 
say, whose names have bee 
placed on advertisements of 
bonds that are offered for sale 
for from 33 per cent. to 50 per 
cent. above the proper value of 
the buildings.’’ 

‘‘Unless there is a check on 
this unlimited lending of mon. 
ey,’’ he continued, ‘‘people will 
suspect the worth of all mort 
gage bonds.’’ 

While the remarks just quoted 
epply particularly to the sitna- 
tion in New York City, the con 
dition is generally believed by 
competent real estate men to be 
more or less characteristic of 
the country as a whole, espeei- 
ally with respect to office and 
the higher class of apartment 
buildings. We think that Mr 
Stabler’s remarks are very ap 
ropos of the time, and inasmuch 
as a great many of our readers 
are buyers or prospective buyers 
of real estate securities they 
vill undoubtdly wish to know 
how, they may determine the 
soundness of a particular issue 
cf real estate bonds and how 
they may judge of the integrity, 
character and financial standing 
ef the offering house. 

To the first question we sug 
gest that the investor himself, 
or some one acting on his beha!f, 
submit the mortgage securing 
his bonds to the following tests

5. Are the improvements new 
or nearly new, so that they are 
at the maximum of their earnings 
power and least subject to de- 
preciation? 

6. Is the building of modern 
type and good construction? 

7. Is it well suited to its 
neighborhood and to the rental 
demand therein? 

8. Is the title to the property 
without flaw and is ample insur- 
ance carried? 

9. Have all legal details been

W: were forcibly reminded of the old, but true, saying, 
‘“We can protect ourselves from our enemies, but Cod

Some Startling Statistics 


R. A. RHU, F.A.C.S., retiring president of the Marion 

D County Medical Society, Ohio, in his address delivered 

January 5, 1926, gave voice to some interesting data. 

He said: ‘‘Permit me to call your attention here 

to the following recent statistical facts: Seventy-five per cent. 

of medical men who undertake to practice, fail. Today $750 

per annum is the average income of a medical practitioner. 

Ten years ago it was $1,100. No professional business will 

suecced as conducted at present, and should we ever get State 

Medicine or aid in the perpetuating present influences headed 

in that direction, we would retrograde and become extinct as 
a noble profession. 

‘‘ Just think of the one hundred and ten million inhabitants 
who spend annually two hundred and fifty millions for pat- 
ent medicines, and only twenty-three cents per capita 
for physicians. Ninety per cent. of our nation do not spend 
a penny until they are seriously sick, and after they had been 
fooling away time and money on chiropractors, osteopaths, and 
other so-called irregular, bunk dispensers. This will cause in 
our country an additional loss of five thousand human lives 
from caneer alone. The country doctor is rapidly disappearing 
and has no successor, the cost of medical training is too much, 
requiring from seven to fourteen years’ study at $8,000 to 
$10,000 . . as a minimal rate of expense, hence beyond 
reach of the poor and middle class. Did you ever think how 
much it required to make a chiropractor?’’ 

We are not entirely in accord with Dr. Rhu’s statistical 
pessimism. 

We seriously question the statement that seventy-five per 
cent. of the medical men who undertake to practice, fail. 
Twenty-five per cent. would seem to be more nearly correct 
and a fair proportion of these are eventually forced to realize 
that they have chosen a vocation in which they find themselves 
temperamentally unfit to carry on. (Continued on Next Page)

It hardly seems possible that $750 can be the average 
annual income of a medical practitioner, unless by some inad- 
vertence the statistician included internes in his canvass. Even 
so, $750 per annum would seem to represent the average income 
of internes rather than of physicians, indicating as it does, a 
weekly stipend of less than $15.00. 

It is true that from seven to fourteen years of intensive 
preparation are necessary for effective practice, but a minimum 
study expense of from $8,000 to $10,000 seems unusually high. 
Not all of the successful physicians of today are the sons of 
a Croesus. 

However, there is always food for thought in statistics. 
especially so when they reveal unsuspected conditions.

banish the illegitimate variety 
from their columns.

Inasmuch as fat reduction is 
so universal a theme, doubtless 
many editors would be glad to 
print brief bulletins from the 
Society regarding it, as news, or 
to use feature articles in their 
Saturday or Sunday editions. In 
all advertisements and publicity 
the name of the society, not that 
of any individual would be used. 
The cooperation of health asso- 
tions, especially those in which 
women are dominant factors, 
could be enlisted in campaigns 
which would accentuate both the 
perils of fat and the fatuosity 
of combating them without pro- 
fessional advice. 

By such means as these, and 
by the expenditure of reasonable 
sums in advertising and the 
printing of booklets the medical 
fraternity would thus be per- 
forming a public service. 
Neither need the cost be charged 
on the debit side of the ledger 


long, for like the bread east upon 
the waters, it is likely to return 
many fold. 

Aside from the question of 
vanity involved in the slender- 
izing efforts of the would-be- 
thins there is a strong convie- 
tion in the average lay mind as 
to the benefits in health that ac- 
company a normal, active body. 
With most of them however, it is 
‘fany port in a storm’’ and they 
are prone to plunge recklessly on 
the rocks and reefs of quackery 
and charlatanism.

10. Is the borrower financially 
and morally responsible? 

Mortgages which meet the above 
tests may be classified as good mort- 
gages and safe investments. Vir- 
tually all the trouble which has ever 
been experienced by mortgage or 
real estate bond buyers in the past 
is due to the neglect of one or more 
of these requirements. 

The fourth test is perhaps the 
most important one of all. It is 
this problem of inflated appraisal 
that has usually produced the trou- 
tle for the mortgage or real estate 
bond buyer in the past, and that is 
why it is so important to search ex- 
haustively into the record of the 
effering house. 

The safest method of determining 
the character end financial standing 
of the real estate bond dealer is to 
investigate the type of his business 
over a period of years. A state 





ment to the effect that a company 
has been in business for a long 
period of time is hardly enongh. 
While this claim is wholly true ani 
justifiable in many cases, in others 
it is quite misleading. 

Another check on the character 
and business methods of the real 
estate bond dealer is through the 
medium of the credit department 
of your local bank. Such depart- 
ments usually have credit inform- 
ation of this sort available or 
can obtain it for you through their 
correspondent offices in the larger 
cities. A little preliminary investi- 
gation of this kind, while requiring 
some effort, may prove well worth 
while. 

In closing let me emphasize the 
fact that greater discrimination in 
the selection of real estate bonds 
is necessary today than was the 
case of several years ago.
